Student feeling has run high 
at Queen's over the loss of their 
Lower Campus, with a modern 
Physics Building planned to be 
built in its place.

The 
state of studelit opinion is evi- 
denced ~in the following' extract 
of the oration over the frave of 
the Lower Campus :

We deny tiiat the right sUll ex- 
ists to tear a faithful servant of 
many years apart and to use her 
as merely the foundation of an 
ugly manmade edifice. 

In the names of Abraham Lin- 
coln and William Wilberforce, 
in the names of George Saun- 
ders, Richard O'Donnell and Paul 
Press, those great champions of 
the slave and the underdog, we 
now stand with hands on hearts 
and beads bowed in a moment of 
silent protestation as we- commit 
this great beauty to:th'ft Nature 
from whence she .was brought to 
us. Never have ao many felt so 
deeply for so much.

Whether the student protest 
will have any effect upon the 
Queen's authorities has yet to be 

determined.

Today'B balloting is of unusual . consequence. In 
addition to the election o£ campus officers — Jn itself 
an important event — we are confronted with a refe- 
rendum of Immediate as well as long-tei-m effect. The 
question is j should we incorliorate "into 
our Students' Society constitution a rule- that contes- 
tants for and holders of keys campus posts must have 
an academic aveiage in excess of 65 per cent? 

The Students' Council has already voted to adopt 
this i-ule as an election by law. After the SEC voto, 
a students' society meeting was_ called to Incoi-poiate 
the provision into the constitution. Not enough stu- 
dents' attended the meeting to constitute the quorum 
necessary for an official meeting. Without this quorum 
no amendments could be adopted. Nonetheless, a vote 
, taken at the unofficial^ meeting did ratify — almost 
unanimously — the SEC's adoption of the 65 per cent 
jrule. 

Since that time it has been pointed out that the 
' rule must be an amendment to the constitution in or- 
der to be of any effect. This view was set forth on the 
eve of the election by a . group of la.>y students Who are' 
knowledgeable in the matter of cbristitutionallty. Had 
they raised the issue earlier, it would no doubt have 
been best to hold a students' society meeting to discuss 
their point. Because of the impending election, It waa 
decided to hold a referendum instead. > 

. • .... ■ * 

■ If is indeed unfortunate that the constitutional 
issue was not raised earlier. This howeyer^jdoes not 
detract from the fact that an amendment^is needed,' 
Wc believe that it is also desirable. 

It is desirable because it will obviate resignations 
Vhich, coming during an officer's term, tend to ren- 
der an activity or. function 'Wore -or less chaotic. It 
Tvillfalspjiprevent students from biting off more of 
ah extracurricular bad than they can chew. 

Ideally, university students should be able to 
make up their own minds as to'whether or not they 
can handle a campus post without incurring an aca- 
demic setback. In practice, however, it is a clear 

tesson of recent experience that many students 
laven't the detachment required for rational deci- 
sion. It is clear also that when such students do take 
on positions they can't handle, the effect is harm to 
themselves,' harqnf to the activity which they were 
elected to run, and harm to' the university generally. 

I Moreover, the.standardrset while effective — 
will also not jx unreasonable; Sixty-five per cent is 
not too much to ask of anyone who wishes to direct 
an important phase of student life at McGill. Those 
who are capable of handling important extracurricu- 
lar posts must surely be intelligent enough to garner 
the required averjige. And if they are serious enough 
*bout wanting such jobs, they will certainly over- 
come the ac^^ci^Ic obstacle. 

We urge voters to endorse the incorporation into 
our constitution of the second class 8tandard>^hich 
the SEC 'has 'set. We urge you to vote, and : to vote

amendments to our constitu- 
tion.

McGill Still Last 
In Swini Meet 

TORONTO — Tliree Inlercolle- 
Siate and one Canadian record 
were set Saturday in the annual 
inteicoilegiale swimmlnc cham- 
piQnship.s, won by llie university 
uf Toronto. 

Toronto's four-men entry in the 
400-yard relay broke the mlercol- 
leglatc and Canadian record of 
3:35.6 -wMh thèir marks of 3.32.8, 
while Dick Pound of McGill set 
records in two free-style events. 

In the 220-yard race Pound low- 
ered (he former intercollegiate 
mark of (2:11.9 to 2:09.9 and in the 
100-yard event he reduced the in- 
tercolleijiale record to 49.6 from 
51.1. His effort in the lOO yard 
race fell just one-tenth of a se- 
cond short of the Canadidn mark.

Honours degree is tho best me- 
dium of a general education." 

He defined a general educa- 
tion not as the opposite of a 
specialized education, t>ut as the 
opposite of a professional one. 
"An Honours course," < he said, 
"widens the scope of inquiry and 
curiosity, and stimulates the ima- 
gination at the same time as it 
disciplines it" 

"Furthermore," he stated, "a 
student only begins to derive be- 
nefit 'from any course of study, 
unless it Is purely auxiliary, when 
he or she has gone enough into 
it to have some conception of the 
questions which the subject exists 
as a separate discipline to 
answer."
